REDTOP  SEED  PRODUCTION  DOWN  ONE- THIRD 


ILLINOIS:  A  total  of  6,000  acres  of  redtop  seed  harvested  this  season,  which  is  74  percent  less  than  the  1957-61  average, 

replaces  last  year's  9,000  acres  as  the  all-time  low.  A  record  high  of  305,  000  acres  was  harvested  in  1940. 

The  indicated  yield  of  80  pounds  per  acre  is  10  pounds  higher  than  last  year  and  5  pounds  higher  than  the  1957-61  average. 

Total  seed  production,  estimated  at  480,000  pounds,  is  24  percent  less  than  last  year  and  slightly  more  than  one-fourth  of 
the  1957-61  average  of  1,  705,000  pounds.  Good  weather  in  the  redtop  area  has  resulted  in  higher  yields  than  those  of  a 
year  earlier,  but  not  enough  to  offset  the  acreage  reduction.  The  average  beginning  date  of  harvest  this  year  was  July  22, 
several  days  earlier  than  average,  although  later  than  last  year. 

UNITED  STATES:  Production  of  redtop  seed  in  1963  is  forecast  at  2,  370,000  pounds.  This  is  29  percent  less  than  last  year 

and  44  percent  less  than  the  1957-61  average.  Acreage  and  production  were  down  in  both  Illinois  and 
Missouri.  Hot,  dry  weather  in  Missouri  did  not  favor  seed  production.  As  a  result  yields  were  almost  one -quarter  lower  than 
last  year  and  the  5-year  average.  Good  weather  in  the  Illinois  redtop  area  resulted  in  higher  yields,  but  not  enough  to  offset 
reduced  acreage.  The  average  beginning  date  of  harvest  this  year  was  July  22  in  Illinois  and  July  19  in  Missouri,  several  days 
earlier  than  average. 

Carryover  of  old-crop  redtop  seed  on  June  30,  1963  totaled T,  431,000  pounds,  (1,  404,  000  by  dealers  and  27,000  by 
growers),  48  percent  less  than  last  year  and  26  percent  below  average.  The  indicated  1963  64  initial  supply  (1963  production 
plus  carryover)  of  redtop  seed  at  3,801,000  pounds  is  38  percent  less  than  last  year's  supply  of  6,  100,000  and  39  percent  less 
than  average. 

No  redtop  seed  was  imported  into  the  U.  S.  during  fiscal  year  1963  or  during  the  previous  four  years.  Exports  for  the 
11-month  period  ended  May  31,  1963  totaled  1,076,344  pounds  compared  with  1,614,970  pounds  exported  during  the  12-month 
period  a  year  earlier.

ILLINOIS  1964  REDTOP  SEED  PRODUCTION  RECORD  LOW 


ILLINOIS:  Redtop  seed  production  in  Illinois  in  1964  is  forecast  at  300,000  pounds,  which  replaces  last  year's  production 

of  422,000  pounds  as  the  all-time  low.  The  1964  production  is  79  percent  less  than  the  1958-62  average  of  1,411,000 
pounds.  The  low  production  was  caused  by  record  low  harvested  acres  and  a  below  average  yield.  Farmers  indicated  that  they 
harvested  5,000  acres  this  year.  This  acreage  compares  to  last  year's  6,500  acres,  which  was  a  record  low,  and  to  the  1958-62 
average  of  18,800  acres.  Yield  at  60  pounds  per  acre  is  five  pounds  less  than  last  year  and  fifteen  pounds  less  than  the  1958-62 
average.  The  average  beginning  date  of  harvest  this  year  was  July  19,  three  days  earlier  than  1963  and  six  days  ahead  of  average. 

UNITED  STATES:  Production  of  redtop  seed  in  1964  is  forecast  at  2,  200,000  pounds.  This  is  17  percent  less  than  last  year  and  48 

percent  less  than  the  1958-62  average.  Acreage  and  production  were  down  in  both  Illinois  and  Missouri.  Yield 
per  acre  was  below  both  last  year  and  average  in  Illinois,  but  above  both  a  year  ago  and  average  in  Missouri.  The  average  beginning 
date  of  harvest  this  year  was  July  19  in  Illinois,  6  days  earlier  than  average;  and  July  23  in  Missouri,  1  day  earlier  than  average. 

Carryover  of  old  crop  redtop  seed  on  June  30,  1964  totaled  866,000  pounds,  (840,000  by  dealers  and  26,000  by  growers),  42  per¬ 
cent  less  than  last  year  and  60  percent  below  average. 


The  indicated  1964-65  initial  supply  (1964  production  plus  carryover)  of  redtop  seed  at  3,066,000  pounds  is  26  percent  less  than 
last  year's  supply  of  4,  154,000  and  52  percent  below  average.  Imports  of  redtop  seed  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1964  amounted 
to  21,  600  pounds,  all  from  Poland.  These  are  the  first  imports  of  redtop  seed  in  five  years.  Exports  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1964 
totaled  388,  225  pounds  compared  with  1,083,085  pounds  a  year  earlier.
